Some more thoughtful Cu- 
bans are striving to combat the] 
rising resentment against the 
United States Government’s 
lack of action again.st Castro:

for the future to free Cuba. But 
the emotional j'oung Cubans re- 
fuse to listen.

The action 
groups admit their efforts are 
loo puny to overthrow Castro 
but they contend the harass- 
ment i.s a great encouragement t 
to Cubans inside Cuba who are ■ 
fighting in the hills and carry- 
ing out sabotage in the face! 
of swift death if captured and! 
i that these raids raised the mo- 
! rale of the hungry, depressed 
i people of the island.

lencourage action against Pre- 
mier Castro inside Cuba, the 
exiles show letters received 
from friends and relatives in 
the island, clandestine messages 
from underground groups and 
reports brought by refugees ar- 
riving in Miami. 

The exiles here are a tightly- 
knit colony and news received 
from Cuba by any method is 
swiftly circulated among them, 
broadcast by Spanish-speaking 
radio commentators and printed 
in Spanish-language newspapers 
and magazines. Many of the 
Cubans listen daily to broad- 
casts of the Cuban radio station 
operated by the Castro Govern- 
ment to glean information par- 
ticularly on economic conditions. 
Also radio communications be- 
tween Cuban Government de- 
partments are monitored in 
Miami. 

Increased Vigilance 

De.spite the Increased vigi- 
lance of the United States au- 
thorities. the youthful Cuban 
action groups seem determined 
to continue their fight. 

It is highly po.ssible that 
.some Cubans believe the exiles 
as a whole will now give much

The United States Immigra-j 
tion and Naturalization Service i 
here immediately restricted the 
movement of 25 Cubans. Some 
of them were warned not to 
leave Dade County and others 
not to leave the United States. 
Violators of this order are liable 
to a fine of not more than $5,000 
and up to five years in prison 
or both, the Immigration Serv- 
ice said. Although the list of: 
Cubans notified was not re-|, 
vealed, it is known the men oni 
it are the leaders of the so- 
called action groups responsible j 
for raids. i'

.4ngry Protests 

The action of the United i 
States Government followed I 
angry protests from the Soviet 
Union over attacks on two Sov- 
iet ves.sels/in Cuban ports by' 
exile raiding parties.

about 200 men here to enforce 
the orders.
